BOUNDARY DISPUTE 
FISH FACTION 


Ulster-Free’ State Line 
Remains “Unchanged, 
But Great Britain Re- 
lieves Both of Taxes. 


BY CHARLES M. M’CANN. 
United News Staff Correspondent. 
London, December 3.—The. boun- 

dary dispute between Ulster and the 
Irish Free. State, which set. armies 
to moving on both sides of the fron- 
tier, has been settled. 

Premier Baldwin announced the set- 
tlement in the house of commons 
Thursday night. Representatives of 
the Free State, Ulster and of his maj- 
esty’s government signed the _ settle- 
ment in the premier’s room in the 
house of commons shortly before the 
announcement was made. 

This settlement gives Great Britain 
peace at the expense of the British 
taxpayers, but there are evidences 
that the. peace is real, which will 
make the penalty to the taxpayers less 
onerous. 

Ulster Premier Satisfied. 

Sir James Craig, Ulster’ premier, 
and President Cosgrave, of the Irish 
Free State, .dined together after the 
final conference, and to this welcome 
peace omen are added Sir James 
words: 

“T am fully satiafied, ”"~ he gaid, 
“The signatories leave with cordiality 
which I sincerely trust’ will result in 
more friendly relations between all 
classes and creeds throughout  Ire- 
land.”’ 


The Ulster-Free State bexndiis 
will remain unchanged by the terms 
of the settlement announced by Bald- 
win, and in exchange for the mutual 
concessions of the disputants in agree- 
ing to the status quo, Great Britain 
reduced the contributions of Ulster 
and the Free State .to the imperial 
reasury. 

Britain releases the Free State 
from liability fer the British war 
debt and from contributions toward 
war pensions. In réturn, .the 
State agrees to increase compensation 
to land and other property owners for 
malicious damage done by the Irish 
republican army during the long civil 
war.

Leningrad, while more recently the 
name of Christiania has been changed 
to its ancient title, Oslo. This city 
has rejoicted in and prospered with 
three names. 

As previously recorded, Engineer 
Long, from lack of any other local 
suggestion, called the site “Termi- 
nus,” because it was to be one of 
the terminals of. the state’s railroad 
to the Tennessee river’ and terminal 
also of branch lines to other points 
in the state. As Terminus it con- 
tinued to be known from 1837 to

The growth of population and com- 
munity activities produced by the 
railway operations resulted, as usual, 
in the drifting. in of a considerable 
contingent. of “undesirables.”

It was 
named “Murrell’s Row” after the 
then notorious John A. Murrell, lead- 
er of a formidable gang of _ horse 
thieves and freebooters in the Ten- 
nessee and Mississippi countries. His 
was a name of terror and outlawry 
as infamous cs, in our recent times, 
were the names of the James boys, the 
Dalton gang, and the Lowi, “swamp- 
angels.” Every member of the local 
cabal seemed inspired to imitate the 
advertised acts of the real Murrell- 
ites. The outrages they committed 
upon persons and property made 
then intolerable in a civilized com- 
munity. 

Further out there existed a con- 
geries of cabins built of rough-rived 
slabs, and therefore called “Slab 
Town.” It was infested by as brutal 
and immoral crowd of cont nd 
citizens as that .in Murrell’s Row, 
while on the western fringe of the 
town there congregated another as- 
sociation of ragamuffins, robbérs and 
road-runners. ._Their haunt was ap- 
propriately called “Snake Nation.” 
These were nests of the foulest prac- 
tices, and when their denizens were 
not preying upon innocent citizens 
they were waging open war—one 
gang with another. 

County authorities were located at 
Decatur, and when couriers sum- 
moned them to suppress a disorder, 
by the time they reached the scene 
there was “nothing doing”’—the out- 
laws had successfully taken cover. 
Out of such conditions grew the im- 
perative necessity for incorporation.

don, has been appointed local repre- 
sentative for the National Identifica- 
tion Bureau, a philanthropic organiza- 
tion engaged in finding “lost” per- 
sons, it was announced Thursday by 
Judge William Hanecy, of that organ- 
ization, when he arrived here in con- 
nection. with work on several cases 
the bureau is investigating. 

Mr. Brandon will receive no com- 
pensation for the work, as the organ- 
ization is maintained on a charitable 
basis for the free use of the public. 
The chief work of the bureau is seek- 
ing persons who have disappeared, and 
whose families want them returned. 

While in Atlanta, Judge Hanecy 
will investigate the case of William 
Howard McDonald, of Barberton, 
Ohio, wh oleft home last March, and 
who has not been heard from since. 
McDonald has been traced to Atlanta, 
Judge Hanecy said. 

Judge Hanecy spent Thusrday after- 
noon in a conference with A. D. Ad- 
erhold, record clerk of, the Atlanta fed- 
eral penitentiary, relative to identifi- 
cation cases. The, bureau and the 
federal government cooperate to the 
fullest extent, although the organiza- 
tion’is not a criminal tracing one, dut 
is chiefly designed for the use of fam- 
ilies who seek to trace lost members 
but who are unable to pay for the serv- 
ice. 

The bureau is especially interested 
in locating friends and relatives of the 
many “unknown dead” that have been 
or would be buried in ‘potters field, 
and has worked out some interesting 
cases of that nature to a successful 
conclusion. 

Forty-two states have been organ- 
ized under the bureau, Georgia being 
the newest, he said. Atlanta is the 
only city in Georgia with a repre- 
sentative thus far.

PORTO RICQ CALLS! 


Not until the Spanish-American 
war did the United States have any 
foreign—cross-seapossessions to 
look after. In the entire 27 years 
that have elapsed this government 
has not gotten entirely used to 
rmaking its newly acquired outside 
people homogeneous parts of its 
own people who live between the 
oceans on the western hemisphere. 

In the first place America was 
cradled in a different school, Im- 
perialism was abhorrent to 
founders of ‘this government. ‘he 
people of this nation as a whole 
feel the same way about it today. 
A great majority of them cannot 
name accurately the outside ‘terri- 
torial possessions of the United 
States. They do not care for them 
in the binding, gripping, fraternal 
sense of “Americans.” 

Hence it is not surprising that 
a sickening cry is coming out of 
Porto Rico. President Coolidge has 
just been presented a petition from 
the Free Federation of Workingmen 
of Porto Rico for relief for the 
poor, the unemployed and the sick. 
The presenter of the petition, Sen- 
ator Santiago Iglesias, declares that 
four-fifths of the working popula- 
tion are without permanent employ- 
ment; that meagre wages are cut 
down by the burdensome sales tax; 
that thousands of children die an- 
nually from anemia, tuberculosis, 
malaria and other diseases, and that 
50,000 children are deprived of 
education. \ 

Congress| is about to convene, 
and the Porto Ricans want more 
and better support than they have 
been getting. The petition, there- 
fore, may be exaggerated. And yet 
Governor Towner’s last report did 
not enthuse one with conditions on 
the island. He declared there had 
been increased agricultural and hor- 
‘cultural production, a steady ad- 
vance in building, and an advance in 
wages. He admitted, however, 
that— 


“In Porto Rico we have reached the 
limit beyond which we cannot go 
without an increasin~ proportion of 


our population continuing permanent- 
ly unemployed. Even with the full 


development of all our now untilled 
lands, aud with intensive cultivation 
of that which now is used, it is doubt- 
ful if. we could give full-time em- 
ployment to all our people.” 
During the year covered by Gov- 
ernor Towner’s report 6,642 chil- 
dren under one year of age had 
died. The deaths of children under 
five years were 11,720. Most of 
the deaths of these children were 
“the result of preventable causes.” 


‘“Lamentable conditions,” added 
Governor Towner. That humani- 
tarian work in Porto Rico leaves 2 
good deal to be desired he makes 
plain when he says that “all the 
available forces of organized society 
should be brought to bear on this 


and intelligent effort is so effec- 
tive.” 

The fact Porto Rico is dis- 

tinctively agricultural, and yet 
densely populated. 
The areas that are densely popu- 
lated. in this country are supported 
by industry. There is little indus- 
try in Porto Rico, particularly out- 
side of the tobacco industry. 

This government assumed a re- 
sponbility, whether right or wrong, 
that it ought to measure up to. 
Porto Rico should be properly ex- 
ploited, and the government should 
do its full part by the people. 
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Anyway, the holiday bill collector 
won't take the warpath until after 
Christmas.

HEALTH TALKS

WHAT DO YOU MEAN, NERVE 
STRAIN, 

When an etiquetish woman bids 
the butler inform the gent with the 
valsparred hair that she has a head- 
ache, is not at home or is busy at the 
moment burying her grandmother, 
the truly polished gent accepts the 
alibi at its face value. Never by word 
or look does he betray his breeding 
by mentioning applesauce, or other 


irrelevant remarks. 
It is equally derogatory for polite 


people to elevate an eyebrow or droop 
an eyelid when a respected citizen, 
caught with the goods, decides to have 
a nervous breakdown from the strain 


and stress of his business. profession- 
social or sporting exactions, or 
overwork. 

Nor is it particularly salutary for 
a doctor or health teacher whose com- 
ments or views are exposed to the 
scrutiny of all and sundry, to assert 
bluntly that since the nerves or the 
nervous system produces no energy 
it is absurd to imagine there can be 
such a state or condition as nervous 
exhaustion. The utterance of a psy- 
siological fact or truth like that not 
only annoys and offends certain “nerve 
specialists’ who -work the racket on 
or for paying clients, but it makes 
bitter enemies of philanthropists in- 
terested in the making and marketing 
of nostrums which purport to build 
up, strengthen or restore nervyous.en- 
ergy. 

Sedentary life, long hours and, Iet 
ws say rather psychic stress and strain 
have been assigned as the common fac- 
tors of the inereasing amount of ar- 
terial, heart and kidney disease in 
America. An early sign of the strain 
of modenn life upon the arterial sys- 
tem, according to this view, is high 
blood pressure. 

This very popular high blood pres- 
sure somehow, without discoverable 
medical reason or scientific explana- 
tion has come to be associated with 
psychic strain, “brain strain,” living 
at high tension, hurry, Yankee speed 
and all that sort of thing. 

We like to flatter ourselves about 
our “work,” we who never do a tap 
of honest work but only live as para- 
sites or by the use of our wits. Sure 
a fellow grows ennuied just. sitting 
around and making a noise like an 
executive, clerk or some such parasite 
on the working world.

With a declaration against war “as a 
method of settling disputes between 
nations and groups,” the national 
study conference on cburches and 
world peace, with 30 denominations 
participating, tonight ‘terminated its 
three-day discussion of the subject.

He was born 
in 1661,-and published the book, “Rob- 
inson Crusoe,” in 1719. 
_ Where did Defoe gain the idea for 
‘such a book? It is believed that the 
plan came from the adventures of a 


~ sailor, Alexander Selkirk. 


Alexander Selkirk, was the son of 
ge Scotch shoemaker. As a youth he 
aeaad himself in all sorts of scrapes. 
He left his home in Scotland and took 
to the sea. 
At the age of 27, Selkirk boarded 
ate vessel known aa the. “Cinque 
Ports” (French for “Five Ports”). 
This ship was commanded by a cap- 
tain named Stradling. It left Europe 
in May, 1703, 
By the summer of 1704, the “Five 
Ports” found itself in the waters west

of Chile. That country was then con- 
trolled by Spain, but it was only 
thinly settled with white people. 

A dispute arose between Selkirk 
and Captain Stradling. Selkirk de- 
clared' that he did not want to re- 
main on the vessel any longer. He 
was, therefore, rowed to the shore of 
an island known as Juan Fernandez. 
It had been settled by Spaniards at 
a previous time, but all of the settlers 
had left. Selkirk was given a supply 
of food and clothing and a few tools. 
The “Five Ports’’ then sailed away. 
This happened in September, 1704. 

Four years and four months later, 
a British vessel landed on the shore 
of the island. Selkirk (now a true 
Robinson Crusoe) came to greet. them. 
He was clad in goatskins, and his face 
was bearded. Woods Rogers, the cap- 
tain of the ship, took him on board 
and he returned to Great Britain. 


Duririg the return voyage, Selkirk 
had many a tale to tell. He declared 
that he had lived chiefly on the meat 
of goats, of which there were many 
wild ones on the island. Some of 
these he tamed. 

On one occasion early in his stay 
upon the island, Selkirk chased a 
goat and caught up to it. "He seized 
it by the horns just as it reached the 
brink of a cliff. Both fell over, and 
Selkirk said that he’did not come to 
his senses for hours afterward. When 
he did awaken, the goat lay dead be- 
neath him. -It had broken his fall, 
but he was so badly hurt that he could 
not budge from the spot until after

Hudson Opposes 
Pay to Railroad 
And to Georgia 


Chattanooga, Tenn., December 3.— 
(Special.)—That the Nashville, Chat- 


tanooga & St. Louis Railroad com- 
pany and the state of.Georgia will be 
fully compensated for any property 
taken by the city of Chattanooga in 
the opening of Broad street. by result- 
ing benefits to be derived by this im- 
rovement, was the statement made 
hursday morning to the Broad street 
at A of view at the third session by 
Hudson, a member of the firm 
of Hudson & Bartholomew, congulting 
engineers of St. Louis. 

Mr. Hudson was placed on the 
stand as a witness by thé city of 
Chattanooga. He declared that he did 
not believe the road was entitled to 
compensation. Changes necessary 
should be made anyway, he said, and 
not charged to the city. He said re- 
sulting benefits would offset the value 
of the land as it now stands. Mr. 
Hudson. declared that the method of 
estimating values of property offered 
at Wednesday’s meeting by H. 
Cartwright, engineer for the Nashville 
‘road, was entirely inappropriate and 
not yatisfactory for the present situa- 
tion, 


Fair Way to Estimate. 


He suggested that the fair way to 
estimate the value would be to com- 
pare the interior part of this tract to 
property that would normally be used 
for railroad purposes. He further 
suggested that the outer fringe be val- 
ued in the regular way by property 
adjacent to it and in similar use. Mr. 
Hudson said that extension of Broad 
Street would benefit the road material- 
ly in many ways. He particularly 
stressed benefits on account of better 
access to its passenger station on Kast 
Ninth street, and through its ability 
after Broad ‘street is opened, to con- 
struct a first-class team track yard 
east of the station. 

While these were the _ principal 
points, he mentioned many other 
minor benefits such as increased pas- 
senger space and track space and floor 
space for baggage and express and 
tracks for handling passenger equip- 
ment. Mr. Hudson took the position 
that the improvements suggested at 
the first day’s session by President 
Cole were obviously necessary because 
of the@nadequacy of present: facilities ; 
the proposed rearrangement of sta- 
tion facilities would provide seven 
tracks in the train, shed where there 
are five at present, and almost three 
times as much covered trackage, He 
said that the ground floor area under 
the proposed arrangement would be. 
increased approximately 70 per cent. 
That additional exits could be pro- 
vided, which will eliminate confusion 
of passengers entering and leaving the 
station through the same hall as at 
present, he said. The stand for taxi- 
cabs would doubtless be provided at 
the Broad street entrance, which will, 
therefore, relieve the congestion caus- 
ed by these taxicabs on Ninth street 
at present, he also pointed out. 


Says Sum Is Exorbitant. 


Mr. Hudson was asked by J. B. 
Sizer, counsel for the city, about the 
value placed on this mech "by the N. 

& St. L. of $1,000,000. He said 
hice he considered this value éxorbi- 
‘tant and not at all commensurate 
with the use of the land as it is or 
when improved as expressed by the 
railroad in testimony. 

During the cross-examination of the 
witnesses by Judge M. M. Allison, at- 
torney for the Southern road, which 
owns land between.Main and Market 
streets, it was brought out that this 
railroad would be deprived of the use 
for storage purposes of approximate- 
ly 20 per cent of its trackage in this 
yard. This, of course, as explained by 
Mr. Hudson, presents an entirely dif- 
ferent situation from the condemna: 
tion of the N. & C. railway property, 
as it is a condemnation of a right-of- 
way across tracks which are to re- 
main in service. 

Judge Allison took the position that 
his railroad woukl be ‘entitled to com- 
pensation based on the capitalization 
of its increased operating cost, due to 
the presence of Broad street. He 
brought out that trains would have to 
slow up at crossings and the company 
would be required by the city to keep 
= Soy street paving over its ‘right-of-
